Reds' Target Lauds Purge 


TOKYO (AP) — One day aft- 
er his ouster was demanded by 
the Red Guards. Red Chinese 
Foreign Minister Chen Yi deliv- 
ered a fiery speech Thursday 
praising th« "cultural revolu- 
tion" purge. 


"The situatkNi in the great 
proletarian cultural revolution 
in China is excellent." Chen told 
a Peking rally of 100,000 per- 
sons, including Red Guards, the 
official New China News Agen- 
cy reported. 


Pralsee Mae 
Chen repeatedly praised Com- 
munist Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 
who with Defense Minister Lin 
Piao turned loose the young Red 
Guards last August to drive 
anti-Mao thinkers from public 
life. 


Neither Mao nor Lin attended 
the rally. Premier Chou £n-lai 
did but did not speak. 


Red Guards attacked Chen. 
65. Wednesday in posters criti- 
cizing him for unspecified "per- 
sonal remarks" and demand- 
ing. "Kick old Chen out."

nam exceeds the available sup- 
ply. 


A $4.4-million 
contract 
for 
Shrikes was let Wednesday to 
the Sperry Rand Corp.. of Bris- 
tol. Tenn., along with a $1.7-mil- 
lion contract to Texas Instru- 
ments. Inc.. of Dallas. Tex. 


So far unofficial figures indi- 
cate 884.5 miUion has been spent 
on the 1.500-mile an hour Shrike. 
Official figiu-cs were not imme- 
diately available. 


While the Navy is stiU buying 
Shrikes, reports are circulating 
in the Pentagon that contracts 
are being drawn for production 
of a Shrike replacement. The 
figure generally used is 880 mil- 
lion to 1100 millk>n. 


The Shrike, which came into 
the combat inventory in 1965, is 
known as an antiradiation mis- 
sile. 


It is designed to home on the 
electronic beams emitted by the 
enemy's radar. This radar is 
used by the North Vietnamese 
to detect approaching aircraft 
and for controlling the aim of 
guns and missiles. 


There have been reports that 
the 
Shrike, 
which 
is 
quite 
similar in design and a(n>ear- 
ance to the Sparrow III air-to- 
air missile, is confused when 
the enemy flicks his radar sets 
at multiple sites on and off. 


To counter this tactic, the im- 
proved Shrike supposedly will 
have a memory built into it. one 
which will select a radar beam, 
plot its locatk)n and continue on 
course even though the target 
ceases 
transmissions. 
It 
will 
ignore beams from other sites. 


The Shrike has a range of 
eight to 10 miles. The new an- 
tiradiation 
missile 
reportedly 
will have a range four to five 
times the Shrike's.

Reuther-Meany 
Feud Erupts In 
Public Dissent 


DETROIT iAP> — A widening 
policy rift between officials of 
the AFL-CIO and its largest af- 
filiate — the 1.2 million-member 
United Auto Workers 
union- 
was out in the open today. 


In an unprecedented 
move, 
the UAW sharply criticized the 
parent labor organization Thurs- 
day for what it termed compla- 
cency and clinging to the status 
quo. 


Disagreements 
between 
the 
two labor giants, the UAW said, 
go to the heart of the fulfillment 
of the fundamental aims and 
purposes of the American lakx>r 
movement. 


Although some observers be- 
lieved 
the 
strongly 
worded 
statement left the door open for 
eventual withdrawal of the UAW 
from the federation, one in- 
tormed 
source aaki there has 
been no such dlocusston among 
the union's inner circle. 


The source told the Associated 
Press:

"All such Ulk has been on tha 
outskle. not on tlie Inside. The 
statement was issued because 
we have not been able to aolve 
our policy conflicts in private 
and therefore have decided to 
bring disagreements into the 
open. 


"We don't want our member- 
.ship to think that we are going 
along in silence with AFIXIO 
policies with whkh we disagree. 


"While it's not necessarily a 
declaration of war. we have 
served notice that we don't in- 
tend to sit by quietly In the fu- 
ture." 


The federatk» was created in 
18S5 with the merger of the AFL 
and the a o . 


In a letter sent to its unk» 
locals, the UAW contended the 
AFLCIO "is not fiUfiUing the 
basic aims and purposes which 
prompted the merger." 


TOP OfHeers Sign

any efforts to negotiate a settle­ 
ment. High government officials 
reiterate our eagerness to nego­ 
tiate “unconditk>nally,” but we 
remain unclear about our will­ 
ingness to accept full participa- 
tioa by the Viet Cong as an in­ 
dependent party to 
negotia­ 
tions.'* 


The letter urged Johnson to 
extend the New Year’a truce 
even without a formal agree- 
m«it with the Communists. It 
sakl this could be done .by *'de 
facto reatraint on both akles.** 


The students' idea to write the 
letter to Johnson grew out of a 
debate at the annual congress of 
the National Student Association 
laat summer on the campus of 
the University of Illinoia. 


The suggestion was put K>r- 
ward during the debate by Al­ 
lard K. Lowenstein, a former 
preaideot of the association who 
is now a lawyer and active re­ 
form Damocrat in New York.

I do not consider myself a 
journalist and it is self-evident 
that I am not an intellectual.

But I 
have never met a mass and 1 
have yet to meet anyone who 
will admit he is average. I ad- 


I had never written a line 
for publication. I had never 
held a paying job in my life. 
I had never seen the inside of 
a newspaper plant. I had no 
degree, despite four years at 
Momingside College in Sioux 
City, where I majored in boys. 
I had not had a hard life. Worse 
yet, I didn’t smoke or drink. I 
was a total square who believ­ 
ed in God and had been mar­ 
ried to the same man for many 
years. Finally, the Iowa hay 
was still apparent, not only in 
my hair but in the way I put 
wmrds together. The only thing 
I had going for me was that 
I had a teen-age daughter. 1 
could at least be described as 
•*a mother.” 


Did I mention luck? Well, I 
was shot full of i t Lawrence 
S. Fanning had Just arrived 
from San Francisco to become 
editor of the Sun-Times Syndi­ 
cate. On his unsuspectinc head 
fell the task of salvaging the 
Ann Landers column. 


This gifted Irish-American 
taught me the nuts and bolts 
of writing. He wielded his pen­ 
cil like a machete, hacking 
away at redtmdandes, cliches, 
inanities. He sent me to the 
dictionary countless times to 
find out what the word really 
meant.

The first letter I opened was 
from a Protestant girl who was 
in love with a Catholic boy.

Dear Heloise: 


After many years of pinch­ 
ing pennies and making do. we 
finally retired and bought our 
dream home. 


The floors throughout the 
house are beautiful and I want 
to keep them that way; so I 
am writing to you for any sug­ 
gestions, or any dos and don’ts 
in caring for them. 


Any advice you can give me 
will be deeply appreciated.

Dear Mrs. Andrews: 


First of all, 1 believe that 
floors should be dusted daily 
(either with a dust mop or a 
vacuum cleaner) so that track- 
ed-ln dirt or grit Is not ground 
into the floors. 


I'm not going so far as to 
say that you should dust under 
the couch, bed, etc., EVERY 
day. (That's carrying a good 
thing too far!) I do think the 
bare areas where there is the 
most traffic, should be dusted 
every day. 


And, here’s a little secret I 
learned: 


If you spray your dust mop 
with just a little bit of air 
freshener, it will dampen the 
mop so dust and lint will be 
easy to pick up. 


If you use a non-scuff, self- 
shining wax, the floors should 
be rewaxed when they become 
dull. 


If you use a type of wsx 
which requires buffing, rewax 
when the floors no longer shine 
when you rebuff them. 


Naturally, any spills on tb 
kitchen floor should be wiped 
up Immediately. Use a damp 
sponge or cloth (wiping with a 
dry cloth or dry paper tewel 
may leave a dull spot on some 
waxes) and wipe up the spill 
l^ntly—^on't rub. 'hien let it 
dry—don’t wipe It dry. 


Also, here are two very im­ 
portant cautions on caring for 
the floors: 


Don't ever try to combine 
leftovers from cans of self- 
polishing waxes. Different man­ 
ufacturers use different form­ 
ulas. Even the same brand 
Ganges from time to time as 
the msnufacturera make Im* 
provemente. 


Another thing.. If you pour 
your wax Into a flat container 
in order to dip an applicator 
or rag into It. DONT pour that 
leftover wax back into Ito orlg* 
Inal eontoiner. 


Dirt from applicator or cloth 
may be in the leftover wax in 
the pan. so you won't get the 
best resulte with It next time. 


I hope the above will answer 
some of the questions you might 
have. 


Congratulations on both your 
retirement and your new home.
